In cose of educational institu¬ 
tions, the type of the training to be given for sucess- 
ful entrepreneurial work will have to be optimally 
worked out. Pilot projects can also be^ taken up 
to demonstrate simple mechanism of taking appro¬ 
val etc. that can be evolved by the Board.
